Bloemfontein Yields Gladly. 

The Times this morning publishes the f6l- 
lowing from its special correspondents: 
BLOEMFONTEIN (Sunday)—The first eh- 
try into the Free State capital was made kt 
10 o'clock this morning by three men of the 
Remington guides- and three newspaper 
correspondents. 
President Steyn with the fighting compoh- 
ents of the Boer force left for the north yes- 
terday. The former’s destination is Krooh- 
stad. A strong attempt was made by the 
Transvaal Boers to induce the Free State 
burghers to continue their resistance, and 
even threatened to turn the guns on the 
town. Mayor Kellner, Landdrost Papenfus, 
and Mr. Fraser, President Steyn’s opponef 


at the last Presidential election, went out 


in a cart to meet Lord Roberts and proffér 
a surrender of the town. 

Lord Roberts entered the Presidency atti 
o'clock, and amidst the acclamations of the 
people the British flag was hoisted half an 
hour later. 

The entrance of the British was welcom 
with enthusiasm, as all looting and rioti 
is vigorously suppressed. All business 
Suspended, and a general holiday is ob- 
served. 

The town is full of provisions, which wete 
supplied willingly. Two guns were removédd 
last night, as the inhabitants were appre- 
hensive of bombardment, doubting Steyn s 
ability to refuse the Transvaal’s demand fér 
resistance.

CUBA DRAWS PARTY LINES 


Saas OF SANTIAGO ADVOCATES 
LIMITED SUFFRAGE. 


Coming Elections in Province Lead to 
Formation of Four Distinct Politi- 
cal Divisions—Radicals and Nation- 
alists May Agree on Fusion and Con- 


trol—Color Distinctions May Be Re- 


placed by Those of Education and 
Property—First School Supplies.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, March. 15.—Last 
evening the Mayor made the statement to 
the Municipal Council favoring limited suf- 
frage. This was an extraordinary public 
utterance for a Cuban, and was made apro- 
pos of a resolution of the Municipal Council 
two weeks ago for universal suffrage. There 
is much political activity in this province 
preparatory to the May elections, though 
the issue is problematical. The vote is to 
be limited to male Cubans who were in the 
war, or can read and write, or have $250 
worth of property. Spaniards who have not 
registered their continued Spanish al- 
legiance may also vote. within 


the same restrictions. | 


How Party Lines Lie. 

The chief division is between the whites 
and the blacks, but this is tending to become 
one between the vested interests and edu- 
cation on the one hand, and the common 
people on the other. The present civil of- 
ficials have all been appointed by the mill- 
ary Governor or his appointees, and com- 
prise chiefly the white Cubans. The blacks, 
though they composé a majority of the popu- 
lation of the province, and comprised a ma- 
jority of the Cuban army from the province, 
have been meagerly represented except 
among the rural guards and the city police, 
owing to a lack of educational and executive 
capacity. 

They accordingly feel that they have been 
tricked out of their victory. Five out of the 
six negroes appointed last year to the Mu- 
nicipal Council of thirty members have de- 
clined appointments, as constituting a dis- 
proportionate representation of their people, 
w’o are extremely loyal to their leaders, and 
naturally depend upon them for counsel. 
The leaders include & number of educated 
and prominent people, though these are 
styled self-seeking demagogues by the con- 
servative element. | 


Have Four Political ae 

There are four political groups in the local 
field—namely: The Radical party, the Na- 
tional party, the Conservative Cuban ele- 
ment, and Spaniards. | 

The first was formed several months ago 
and has lately issued a platform. It is com- 
posed largely of negroes, and demands im- 
mediate and unconditional independence, and 
also universal suffrage. 

‘The second. group includes a smaller pro- 
portion of negroes, formed about a year,ago 
as a branch of the National party, whicb 
was then organized at Havana. It demands 
independence, but not immediately, and 
universal suffrage. It is also understood to 
favor the centralized instead of the federal 
form of government for the island, though 
this is not distinctly stated in the platform. 

The third group is not yet organized into 
a party, but has a tangible existence, and its 
leaders represent largely the Cubans of edu- 
cation and property and a considerable por- 
tion of the present officials. It favors the 
federal organization of the island in order 
that Santiago Province may enjoy home 
rule. With a few exceptions it wishes in- 
dependence, but only after from two to five 
years of tutelage in government by the 
United States. 

It deprecates domination by the blacks, is 
satisfied with limited suffrage, and in gen- 
eral represents the conservative interests. 

The fourth group has been silent thus far, 
but among the 43,000 people of the Santiago 
municipality there are perhaps 3,500 Span- 
lards, and of these 1,607 have registered 
their allegiance to Spain. The Spanish voters 
are likely to join the third group. 


Fusion Plans Forming. 

The first two groups have recently united 
upon joint delegates, who were elected last 
Sunday, for a fusion convention of eighty- 
two members next Sunday, to elect a Cen- 
tral Campaign committee. ag 

If the fusion succeeds it will naturally 
carry the election. The dominating element 
in these two groups is the Cuban soldiers. 

The conservatives have held one large 
public meeting and they now propose to 
await developments and present a ‘ticket 
late in the campaign.

Dislike for United States. | 

- There is a distinct dislike of the United 
States among many of the Cubans, and they 
are impatient for the departure of the mili- 
tary and for\the realization somehow 
through indepenYence of their rather in- 
definite hopes. Public office not unnaturally 
appears to these people as the most tangible 
advantage to be gained ¢hrough self-gov- 
ernment, and is accordingly the objective 
point of much of the _— activity which 
is going on. 

Most Americans and ‘many Cubans feel 
that the moderating influence of the United 
States should net.be withdrawn. 


Health Condition Good. 

Major Carr, the sanitary inspector of the 
city, is confident the city can be kept free 
of yellow fever this year, and is now engaged 
in specially disinfecting thirty places where 
the disease broke out in the epidemic of last 
eummer. When these are finished a house to 
house inspection of the whole city will be 
begun and will be completed about June 1, 

New School Books Received, 

The Inspector of Schools began today the 
distribution of the first installment of school 
books and other supplies just received from 
Superintendent Frye at Havana. Hitherto 
the schools have been practically destitute of 
proper books and supplies, and this consign- 
ment, which {s only sufficient for a part of 
the classes, is soon to be followed by another. 


Twenty-two Schoolhouses Open. 

There are now 3,070 pupils and sixty-six 
teachers occupying the twenty-two private 
houses used as school buildings. Since Feb- 
‘ruary no teachers have been living in these 
houses. 

During the year 1897- ‘98 there were only 
seventeen: schools. Eleven more schools, 
with three teachers and 150 pupils each, are 


children are about equally divided in the 
schools. 


Road Building Progresses. 

The report of macadam road building ta 
and around the city to February will be filed 
tomorrow. About seven miles have been 
built at an average cost of $1.50 per square 
yard, a number of miles of asphalt have 
also been laid by contract, costing from $3 
to $3.50 a square yard. 

Permanent water mains and sewer pipes 
have been laid in all the streets thus im- 
proved in the city, and nearly every public 
building has also been repaired or im- 
proved, 


Hospital Greatly Improved. 

The City Hospital is thoroughly renovated 
and will soon be unsurpassed, if not un- 
equaled, in the island. The city wharf has 
also been repaired and extended. 

The water system {s insufficient and care- 
ful tests are being made of all the possible 
sources of additional supply. Artesian wells 
are being sunk as an experiment. 

The plans are completed for the sewerage 
system and more than $400,000 has already 
been spent in the physical improvement of 
the city, the amount derived from the island 
customs. 


Important Military Road. 

The most important single enterprise un- 
dertaken is the military road leading to San 
Luis, which is twenty-two miles distant, and 
establishing an adequate highway comnect- 
ing with a valley of unusual fertility. Seven 
miles of this road is already nearing com- 
pletion. Two miles of this, which is up a 
steep hill, presented extraordinary difficul- 
ties owing to the heavy rainfall this year. 
These two miles will cost $150,000, but will 
be perhaps the best plece of highway build- 
ing on the island. 

Mrs. Roosevelt is expected here in a few 
days. 


MAKES CLOSE STUDY OF CUBA. 


Secretary Root Says He Is Surprised 
at Results Already Achieved in 
the Island. 


HAVANA, March 15.—Secretary Root sald 
today he had come to Cuba to see for himself 
the working of the various departments, 
civil and military, to invéstigate, so far as 
possible, the character of the work accom- 
plished, and to see as many representative 
men as possible, including all the business 
interests. He now felt that the Cubans had 
done wonders, and he was satisfied from all 
he had seen that they were capable of 
self-government. 

“It is necessary, of course, to prepare for 
this,’ said Mr. Root, “‘ by practical experi- 
ence. Nor should it be a cause for surprise 
if the first municipal electiong should «not 
bring to the surface the best elements of the 
country. This work of preparation is deemed 
necessary even by the most radical Cubans. 
As soon as the proper explanations are made 
to them they recognize that time must elapse 
before a race, unacquainted with the sim- 
plest forms of government, will become able 
to manage public affairs absolutely without 


assistance. 


United States will Keep Faith. 

“ There is no doubt that the United States 
will keep faith with the Cuban people and 
the joint resolution of Congress will be car- 
ried out. But just exactly when it is im- 
possible to say. The municipal elections, 
which wili take place on May 1, will prove 
the first lesson. The object is to give mu- 
nicipalties home rule in the broadest sense, 
making each self-supporting and making the 
elected officials answerable to their own peo- 
ple only for the proper expenditure of funds. 
jt is desirable, so far as possible, to decen- 
tralize all municipalities from Havana con- 
trol. The American officials would then have 
only advisory and supervisory duties. 

‘The City of Havana would then come 
into the-same category with other cities. 
The military department of the city would 
be abolished, and this would enable the 
elected municipal government of Havana 
to take the necessary steps to refund the 
debt, to obtain a new loan, and to carry 
out the works of sewerage and paving which 
are necessary and which should be com- 
menced as soon as possible. Probably this 
work will commence in the early autumn.’’ 

Referring to the reports cf possible trouble 
in the island, Mr. Root said: 

“These reports are the result of hysteria, 


-| or are circulated by those who for personal 


ends wish to see turmoil. ‘There is a close 
analogy between these Cuban agitators who 
talk about ‘taking to the woods’”’ and the 
American braggarts who insist that the 
United States will not give up Cuba. Both 
classes ure equally unrepresentative of their 


countries. 
- Good Pay of Laborers. 

“T have been agreeably surprised,” he 
continued, “ in visiting various points in the 
Provinces of Pinar del Rio, Matanzas, and 
‘Havaria to find so many evidences of re- 
habilitation. I found common laborers were 
receiving more than $4 a day in American 
money, and this, although the work is only 
temporary, proves the falsity of the state~ 
‘ments of general distress. 

‘“* Another thing that I particularly noticed 
while traveling through the provinces was 
that everywhere the American troops were 
in good health. Their robust appearance 
and excellent coloring show apparently that 
the climate agrees with them. 

“Taking into consideration everything, I 
am exceedingly pleased with my visit to 
Cuba, and I feel that I have a better grasp 
of the situation.” 

At a meeting of the Society of Planters 
today it was announced that Secretary Root 
had agreed to uphold a reduction by pecs vo 
of the duties on Cuban sugar. 


HEPP IS GUILTY OF MURDER. 


Jury Fixes Fourteen Years’ Imprison- 
ment as Punishment for Killing 
His Brother-in-Law. 


Eugene Hepp was found guilty last night 
of the murder of his brother-in-law, Frank 
A. Anderson. Fourteen years’ imprisonment 
in the penitentiary was the punishment fixed. 
The jury returned the verdict at 10 o'clock, 
after having deliberated for six hours. 

Hepp shot and killed his brother-in-law, 
Frank A. Anderson, who was a pressmen, 
at the residence of the latter, 98 Sedgwick 
street, the night of Nov. 14. The day pre- 
ceding the shooting Mrs. Anderson, wife of 
the man who was killed,\called upon her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Hepp, at 65 Ohio street, and the 
two quarreled and fought. Mrs. Hepp was 
worsted, and told her husband about it in 
the evening. He went to Anderson's house, 
accompanied by his wite, and the murder 
followed. 

“Tl went over to Anderson’s house as a 
peacemaker,” said Hepp, testifying before 
Judge Hutchinson. “I was not there more 
than three minuces before I had shot him 
and left the house. When I went into his 
house Anderson struck me, and seized me 
by the shoulder and pulled my head down. 
Then I shot him.” 

He denied that It was his intention to shoot 
his brother-in-law until the latter assaulted

OIL DIVIDENDS $20 00,000 


STANDARD PAYS LARGEST SUM 
EVER DISBURSED IN AMERICA. 


Mailing of Checks to Stockholders Ex- 
cites Interest in New York Finan- 
cial Circles—Stock Goes Up Thirty 
Points on the Curb, but Is Not Sus- 
tained—Transaction Will Not Affect 
Money Situation—Would Absorb the 
World’s Cash in 187 Years. 


New York, March 15.—[{Spectal.]—A new 
and remarkable record in the matter of divi- 
dend distribution was today established by 
the Standard Oil company when it mailed 
to its stockholders checks aggregating $20,- 
000,000 In payment of the dividend of $20a 
share, declared Feb. 6 last. 

This is the largest amount of eash ever 
disbursed for a similar purpose in the history 
of American industrial activity. Other large 
corporations have pald staggering dividends. 
The Pullman Palace Car company once 
paid a stock dividend of $18,000,000, but the 
achicvement of the Standard Oil company 
in this instance is so far in excess of any 
Similar transaction that comparison is hard- 
ly pertinent. 

When the big dividend was announced in 
the early part of February Standard Oil 
stock furnished the “‘ curb”’ market for sev- 
eral days with a sensational feature. The 
stock soared rapidly upward and di@ not stop 
until it had gained an advance of 30 points, 
which fixed the price at 550. 


Price Not Sustained. 

The previous high record was 520, but 
the stock has not sold at that_price since 
the declaration of the dividend. Quite 
naturally there has been a reaction, but 
no sales. have been recorded at less than 
525, and trading today was nevwees 528 
and 530. 

The active account of the Standard Oil 
company is kept in the National City Bank, 
and at first it was feared that the pay- 
ment of $20,000,000 in cash dividends would 
have a noticeable effect upon the New York 
money market, which is already on a com- 
paratively tight basis., But the transaction, 
enormous as it is, willin no way affect 
the current situation for the reason that 
it is litthe more than a transfer of funds on 
paper. 

The largest stocKholders of the Standard 
Oil company are depositors with the Nation- 
al City Bank, and a majority of the checks 
sent out today will be turned back to the 
bank in private accounts. Otherwise the 
bank might suffer a rather embarrassing 
shrinkage of ready funds. The transaction 
is not expected to be reflected in this week's 
statement of the associated banks. 

It may be a long time before another such 
dividend is declared or paid, and hence the 
occurrence of today invited the interest of 
New York financiers as no other similar 
transaction has within recent years... The 
checks mailed today were not so numerous 
as might be imagined, owing to the fact that 
the distribution of profits was not widely 
scattered, for the majority of the company’s 
stock is held in large amounts by a limited 
number of individuals.

This vast disbursement of money by the 
Standard Oil company, an amount nearly 
four times as great as the largest quarterly 
payment the United States government has 
ever made on its debt, has caused some cal- 
culations to be made in Wall street as to 
how long it would take the company at the 
rate of SO per cent a year to get possession 
of all the money in the world. 

According to statisticians, the total amount 
of money in the world is $15,000,000,000. At 
$80,000,000 a year the Standard Oil company 
would earn that much money in 187 years, 
aside from the enormous sums of interest 
that it would accumulate. 

The checks sent out today ranged in 
amount from the $20 check sent to the halder 
of a single share of stock to that for nearly 
$5,000,000 handed to John D. Rockefeller. 


Merely a Foretaste. 

Such a dividend, declared annually, would 
gladden the hearts of directors and share- 
holders of almost any corporation, but to 
holders of Standard Oil this is merely a fore- 
taste, and each stockholder in the next 
twelve months may receive three checks 
like those sent out today. 

Incorporated at $10,000,000 originally, the 
capital stock of the Standard Oil was in- 
creased in 1892 to $110,000,000, of which 
$100,000,000 is common:stock and $10,000,000 
is non-cumulative 5 per cent preferred stock. 
All of the latter issue is still in the treasury 
of the company. 

Six years ago Standard Oil common stock 
sold in the market at $167 a share. The 
present price shows an increase in market 
value within six years of nearly $400,000,000, 


TALK OF CUT IN BEER PRICES. 


Sale of the American Brewing Compa- 
ny’s Plant Yesterday Leads to 
Speculation of a ‘‘War.”’ 


The American Brewing company’s plant 
was sold yesterday by Master in Chancery 
Booth to T. J. Leffens and W. C. Seipp for 
$325,000. Brewers and saloonkeepers are 
speculating already on the possibility of a 
next summer. 

The sale includes the brewing and malting 
plant and the malting plant of the George A. 
Weiss company. The brewery has a capacity 
of 150,000 barrels a year, and it is said that 
it will be placed in operation in 4 short time. 
The demand for beer is said to be good at 
present, and brewers say they are making 
some money in spite of the low rate of $5 
and the tax of $2, but if the output of the 
American should be placed in the market 
there will be a rush on the part of producers 
to get new trade and hold old. 

Leffens and Seipp represent the first mort- 
gage bondholders, the*first mortgage being 
for $276,000. The National Bank of Illinois 
holds second and third mortgages, a total of 
$675,000, all of which is lost unless the 
amount paid at yesterday's sale is raised 
within fifteen months.

General] Gatacre 
has crossed the Orange River and has occu- 
pied Bethulie, and Lord Roberts has sent 
General Pole-Carew with 2,000 guards, ar- 
tillery, and mounted infantry to join him. 

At last accounts General Pole-Carew; travs 
eling in three trains, had reached Bethany, 
thirty miles south of Bloemfontein and 
eighty miles north of Bethulie without en- 
countering opposition. 


One Chance for a Fight, 

The only chance of any fighting between

Reply to American Offer.

LONDON, March 15.—In the House of Com- 
mons, today, replying to Mr. William Red- 
mond, Irish Nationalist, who asked whether 
the government of the United States had 
offered its good offices to her Majesty's goy- 
ernment with the view of bringing about 
peace in south Africa, the government lead- 
er, Mr. Balfour, said her Majesty’s govern- 
Ment would not accept the intervention of 
any power in the settlement of south Afri- 
can affairs. 

The following is the text of Mr, Balfour's 
reply to Mr. Redmond: 

‘The United States Chargé d’Affaires on 
March 13 communicated to Lord Salisbury 
the following telegram from Mr. Hay: 

“ “By way of friendly and good offices in- 
form the British Minister of Foreign Affairs 
that I today received a telegram: from the 
United ‘States Consul at Pretoria reporting 
that the government of the South African 
Republic request the President of the United 
States to intervene, with the view of a ces- 
sation of hostilities, and saying that a sim- 
ilar request has been made to the representa- 
tives of the European powers. In communi- 
cating this request I am directed by the 
President of the United States to express the 
earnest hope that a way will be found to 

ring about peace, and to say that he would 

glad in any friendly manner to aid in 
bringing about the desired result.’ ”’ 

The reading of this dispatch was greeted 
with cheers from th® Irish members. 
Continuing, Mr. Balfour said: . 

*‘Lord Salisbury requested Mr. White to 
convey the sincere acknowledgment of her 
Majesty’s government to the government of 
the United States for the friendly tone of 
their communication, and to say that her 
Majtesty’s government does not propose to 
accept the intervention of any power in the 
settlement of south African affairs.” 

Loud and prolonged cheers followed this 
statement. -

HOLD KRUGER RESPONSIBLE. 


Joseph Chamberlain Warns Transvaal 
Government Against Destruction 
of City of Johannesburg. 


LONDON, March 15.—In the House of 
Commons the Sécretary of State for the 
Colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, answer- 
ing a question as to the threats of demolish- 
ing the mines and razing Johannesburg, said 
that at the commencement of the war Pres- 
ident Kruger was warned that he and his 
government would be held personally re- 
sponsible for any act contrary to the usages 
of civilized communities. 

Mr. Balfour, replying to Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, the opposition leader, who 
asked whether, in view of the numerous 
recent disturbances connected with peacea- 
ble meetings called to discuss south African 
affairs, what steps would be taken to pre- 
vent their recurrence, said that every cause 
of disturbance had been examined and that 
the demonstrations appeared to be spontane- 
ous.

INA PANIC AT BLOEMFONTEIN. 


Transvaalers Threaten to Burn the 
Town Because the Free-Staters 
Declined to Defend.

BLOEMFONTEIN, March 15, 1:15 a. m.— 

The enemy’s intrenched position at Brand- 

kop, south of town, might have defied a 

frontal attack, but the cavalry outflanked 

them. The defenders thereupon retired 

precipitately into Bloemfontein, where a 

quarrel ensued, the Transvaalers threaten- 

ing to burn the town unless the Free-Staters 
defended it. 

Further reports of our advance caused a 
stampede. Thirteen trains, each made up of 
forty crowded wagons, pushed northward 
before: the line was cut. 


Pretending an intention to visit one of the 
outposts, he had a carriage waiting outgide 
of town.

LONDON, March 15.—The War office has 
received the following from Lord Roberts, 
dated at Bloemfontein, Thursday, March 15, 
at 7:55 p. mi 

‘General Gatacre crossed the Orange 
River and occupied Bethulie this morning. 

General Reginald Pdle-Carew with 2,000 
men of the Guards’ Brigade, two guns, and 
a small body of mounted infantry, left here 
in three trains this morning to join hands 
with General Gatacre and General Clements. 
Hie had passed Bethany by 4:40 p. m. without 
meeting with opposition, having been able 
to supply from his troops, engine drivers, 
firemen, fitters, molders, smiths, carpenters, 
ete,” 

Lady Roberts Made the Flag. 

Details of Lord Roberts’ entry into the 
Town of Bloemfontein are coming in slow- 
ly. It is now learned that precisely at 2:30 
o'clock on-Tuesday afternoon a Union Jack, 
specially made for this purpose by Lady 
Roberts, was hoisted over the Presidency 
at Bloemfontein amidst the acclamations of 
battalions, in 
which, curiously enough, the Orange Free 
State burghers appear to have joined with 
remarkable heartiness. | 

During his progress through the town 
Lord Roberts stopped and ordered the in- 
stant replacement of goods which were being 
looted from the artillery barracks by Kaf- 
firs, thus giving the populace an earnest\| 
assurance of the treatment they might ex- 
pect from the victors. 


Steyn’s Hasty Flight. 

President Steyn fled to Kroonstadt without 
replying td Lord Roberts’ demand for ‘his 
surrender, and the Commander-in-Chief re- 
marked, afterwards, during the course of 
conversation while breakfasting at the farm 
of President Steyn’s brother, that the 
President ‘‘ had becomte a nonentity.’”’ The 
British troops, with the exception of those 


‘necessary to police the town, remain out- 


side. | 

The press dispatches giving most of the 
above interesting details also settle the point 
raised about the cutting of the railroad and 
telegraph north of Bloemfontein, showing it 
was a plucky act. Major Hunt Weston of 
the Royal Engineers, accompanied by ten 
men, traversed the Boer lines and succeeded 
in cutting «the wires and blowing up the 
tracks. | 

Bloemfontein is now regarded there as a 
sort of half-way house and base of opera- 
tions for the advance on Pretoria. 


Details of the Capture. 

A later dispatch from Bloemfontein, dated 
Tuesday, March 13, says: : 

“* Lord Roberts entered the Free State cap- 
ital today practically unopposed. He lay 
at Venters Vlei, fourteen miles away, last 
night, with General Kelly-Kenny’s and Gen- 
eral Colville’s divisions; the Guards’ brigade, 
and the mounted infantry. 

** General French, having cut the railway 
and telegraphs, experienced a slight skirmish 
with some Boers holaing the kopjes south- 
east of the town. Early in the morning the 
cavalry brigade moved forward and occu- 
pied slowly several kopjes which command- 
ed the Boers. : 


Newspaper Men In First. 

‘\A few well placed shells from the horse 
artillery drove off the enemy. General 
French then sent out scouts to feel their 
way toward the town, perceiving which the 
correspondents of the Sydney Herald and 
the London Daily News, with one other, 
galloped forward and entered the town, 
which wore an everyday aspect. 

‘“The people were out shopping or for 
morning walks, and at first the three news- 
paper men were regarded as townsfolk. 
When later it became known that they were 
the forerunners of the British army they 
were greeted cordially and conducted to a 
club, where they met Mr. Fraser of the 
Executive Council, the Mayor, and other 
officials. These they persuaded to take car- 
riages and go to meet Lord Roberts. 

“As the party drove out of the city the 
British cavalry were closing around like a 
high net. The deputation soon arrived op- 
posite the kopje where Lord Roberts was 
stationed, and this correspondent rode for- 
ward and had the honor of announcing to 
the Commander-in-Chief that Bloemfontein 
would surrender. 

“A little later the deputation began to ap- 
proach and Lord Roberts went forward to 
meet it. 

“The scene was picturesque in the ex- 
treme. A few yards away the guns of a 
battery pointed their grim mouths toward 
the late position of the Boers, while the tin 
roofs of Bloemfontein shone in the distance. 


_ Roberts Protects Property. 

‘* After salutes had been exchanged a mem- 
ber of the deputation stepped forward and 
declared that the town wished to surrender, 
hoping that Lord Roberts would protect life 
and property. He replied that, provided 
there was no opposition, he would under- 
take to guarantee the security of both. 

‘The interview was cordial, without a 
sign of solemnness. It struck this corre- 
spondent that the deputation seemed re- 
lieved by the presence of the British troops. 
Lord Roberts notified the deputation of his 
intention of entering the town in state and 
they withdrew to inform the townspeople. 

‘‘ Lord Roberts then made his military dis-

lieved to be still inevitable. 


Expect Fighting in Natal. 

‘It seems likely that the next news of fight- 
ing may come from Natal. General War- 
ren's division, which had reached Durban, 
has been ordered to rejoin General Buller, 
indicating that the outflanking movement 
through the neck of Zululand, referred to in 
these dispatches March 10, is about to com- 
mence. 

It is reported at Bloemfontein that Gen- 
eral Joubert is at Brandfort, but other re- 
ports locate him at Biggarsberg. 

A dispatch from Bethulie Bridge Camp, 
dated Wednesday, March 14, says that Gen- 
eral Clement's brigade has effected a junc- 
tion with General Gatacre’'s troops at Burg- 
ersdorp. A patrol left that day for Aliwal 
North to join hands with General Brabant. 


Fraser Denounces Steyn. 

LONDON, March 16, 3 a. m.—The Standard 
has the following dispatch from Bloemfon- 
tein, dated Thursday, March 15: 

“ The civil authorities here definitely made 
up their minds to surrender on Monday. A 
stormy meeting was held, presided over by 
Mr. Steyn, whom Mr. Fraser denounced asa 
coward, charging him with want of moral 
courage to accept the situation. 

“The late President was, however, not to 
be persuaded, and when the meeting broke 
out he left for the north. 3 

“The occupation was extremely orderly 
and well managed. The spectacle was most 
impressive wken the Sixth Division marched 
through in grand style, notwithstanding 
that, like the rest of the army, it had covered 
forty miles in twenty-seven hours. 

** Large numbers of the burghers are sur- 
rendering their arms. Many have filed to 
their homes. Others are trekking to the 
east or to the north with their cattle and 
goods. During the last few days the inhabi- 
tanté of Bloemfontein had gone in deadly 
fear of the violence of the Transvaalers and 
consequently the city resembles rather a 
relieved than acaptured town. Mr. Wessels, 
President of the Raad, has gone to England 
to solicit public sympathy and to plead for 
the independence of the Free State.”’ 


Boer Opposition Collapses. 

Spenser Wilkinson, in the Morning Post, 
commenting upon the satisfactory nature of 
the occupation of Bloemfontein, says: 

“The anticipation that the Boer resistance 
along the Orange River would collapse on 
the British occupation of the Free State 
capital seems to have been realized. It will 
be interesting to await the meeting and per- 
haps the fight between the British troops 
moving southward on the railway and the 
retiring Boers. 

‘* Looking to the strength of Lord Roberts’ 
army by the time he reaches Vaal River, it 
is not surprising that Sir Charles Warren's 
division is retained in Natal. An advance 
of the two armies on separate lines will be 
quite the best form of operations to crush 
the enemy's forces and to bring about his 
absolute submission. 

‘The Boers cannot longer afford to divide 
their forces. Serious resistance in Natal 
would enable Lord Roberts to cross the Vaal 
and compromise the Boer force in Natal. 
Serious resistance at Brandfort or Venters- 
berg would enab!e General Buller to pass the 
mountains and threaten the Boer communi!- 
cations.”’ 


Will Welcome British Rule. 

The evidence goes to show that so far as 
the southern part of the Free State is con- 
cerned, there will be no further resistance. 
It is understood that Mr. Fraser, Mr. Wes 
sels, and other leaders are quite prepared 
to accept the position of a self-governing 
British colony. 

Mr. Montagu White's threat, in an Amer- 
ican newspaper, that the Boers will sacri- 
fice Johannesburg and raze it to the ground 
if necessary is not taken geriously. Mr. 
Chamberlain's statement that President 
Kruger has already been warned as to the 
consequence of such conduct is regarded as 
showing that sufficient precaution has been

He's a fakir!”’ cried the 3,000 present 
just as loudly when President McKinley was 
referred to, and there wasn't a dissenting 
voice. 

“If the Boers surrender, don't they know 
what the British will do with them?” (A 
voice, ‘ The Irish can tell them!’) Aye, the 
Boers know more than the Irish about it. 
And what are we to do? We've seen what 
the American people can do by a word from 
the President of the United States in times 
past. (A voice, ‘His name will be Dennis 
soon!’)” 

There were hisses for Mr. McKinley, three 
cheers for General Cronje, and Mr. Hay was 
hissed.

THIRTY INDICTMENTS AGAINST Gay.

Day’s Proceédings Disturbed by Ex.

New York, March 15.—[ Special. ]—The 
March grand jury today barred the District 
Attorney of New York County from jts 
presence. It heaped upon Colonel Asa Bird 
Gardiner in one short moment more humilia. 
tion than the combined efforts of all his 
enemies have managed to do since he began 
his turbulent term of office. 

Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, as President of 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime, wag 
before the grand jury telling what his go. 
ciety had learned of vice and corruption jn 
this city. District Attorney Gardiner, who 
attempted to follow him into the grand jury 
room, was ordered out, and when he refused 
to go the grand jury marched straightaway 
before Recorder Goff, who ordéred Colonel 
Gardiner to keep away and refused to listen 
to his angry protests. 

Dr. Parkhurst some days ago had refused 
to give any of his evidence to the District 
Attorney. 

When the grand jury later summoned 
Colonel Gardiner to examine Dr. Parkhurst 
he sent Assistant District Attorney Me. 
Intyre in his stead. The grand jury indicted 
thirty men for gambling, most on evidence 
furnished by the Parkhurst society. None 
of these against whom bills were returned 
is well known.

rant In law Chief Devery’s raid on respecta- 
ble hotels and eating-houses last night, and 
discharged the twelve managers and mn- 
sicians brought before him.

That action was the sequel to Devery’s 
raid on Sherry’s, Delmonico’s, and a score 
or more highly respectable hotels and res- 
taurants beside, on Wednesday night. 

Steps were taken by several of the ag- 
grieved hotel proprietors looking to civil 
action for damages against Chief Devery. 

On all sides his order was denounced as the 
most stupid, inexcusable, and brazenly in- 
solent official move.ever made by any police 
officer in New York City. 


Dr. Parkhurst Gives Evidence. 


Pr. Parkhurst had just begun to lay his 
evidence before the grand jury when Dis- 
trict Attorney Gardiner entered the room. 
Dr. Parkhurst stopped abruptly tn the mid- 
dle of the sentence. There was a painful 
silence. The District Attorney looked about 
half inquiringly, half resentfully. 

** You: cannot remain in this room while 
Dr. Parkhurst is giving his testimony,” said 
Foreman Putnam to Colonel Gardiner. 

‘TIT have a right here, and I want to know 
if this witness is giving testimony under 
oath,’ said Colofel Gardiner. 

** We shall go to court,’ announced the 
foreman. The grand jurors arose, put on 
their hats, and filed out to Recorder Goff’s 
court. 

The foreman of the jury stated the case 
to the Recorder, claiming the right to ex- 
amine certain witnesses without the District 
Attorney being present. 3 

** In the first place,’ said Colonel Gardiner. 
*“*I must traverse what the gentleman has 
just said. It does not correctly state the 
situation, and he knows it.”’ 

*“*I wish you to confine yourself to the 
point at issue,’ Interrupted the Recorder. 

The District Attcrney then stated his side 
of :- case and the Reeorder explained te 
| the. and jury under what conditions the 
District Attorney might appear before it, the 
principal point.of which was that the Dis- 
trict Attorney must be admitted whenever 
he desired to givé information on the point 
which the grand jury was considering, but 
| that when the information was imparted he 
‘must withdraw. 

Five minutes later the foreman of the 
grand jury sent a messenger to the District 
Attorney requesting him to appear, as his, 
advice was wanted. 


Other Witnesses Heard. 


Colonel Gardiner sent Mr. McIntyne in 
response to the summons. Mr. McIntyre re- 


testimony. 

Dr. Parkhurst was followed by Assistant 
Superintendent John E. Thompson of the 
Parkhurst society and other agents. who 
gave testimony concerning poolrooms. Police 
Inspector Thompson and a score of detec- 
tives testified about the raiding of gambling- 
houses some weeks ago. 

At noon the grand jury took up the Cap- 
tain Thomas matter again. No indictment 
was found against him. 

When the grand jurors filed into the 
Recorder’s court again, Foreman Putnam 
handed to the Recorder twelve separate bills 
calling for the indictment of thirty men, 
charging them with bookmaking or the keep- 
ing of gambling-houses. 

Earlier in the day and before his arrival 
at the District Attorney’s office, Colonel 
Gardiner had dictated this statement to a 
* reporter: 

‘Specific charges of bribery have been 
lodged against certain police officials of this 
city before the grand jury. 

“TI cannot discuss the possible indictment 
of Chief Devery. This much [ can say, the 
Chief of Police and Captains of precinety 
are as much accountable to the law as any 
body else.”’ 

Dr. Parkhurst said tonight: ‘“ It may be 
that Captain Thomas, and even others still 
higher in authority, will be brought to 4 
reckoning. I can only say that it is a possi- 
bility, perhaps a strang one, but I should 
hardly care to make a prediction.” 

Dr. Parkhurst said the grand jury's work 
of taking up the case of the Third avenue 
road would prevent its doing much in the 
vice crusade. 

There were rumors of a special grand jury 
and a special District Attorney to be ap 
pointed by the Governor, but they could not 
be confirmed.

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CAN'T KEEP CRIME OUT. 


SHELDON DISAPPOINTED WITH RKE- 
SULTS IN THE CAPITAL. 


Yoped to Get Out One Paper That 
Would Be Free from News of Evil 
Doings—Says It Is Impossible While 
the Boer War Is Going On—Circula- 
tion Has Fallen Off Since the First 
Day of Publication—No News in Sun- 


day's Issue. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Topeka, Kas., March 15.—[{Special.]—There 
has been no increase in the subscriptions to 
the Sheldon Capital since the first number 
was issued. On the contrary, there has been 
a marked falling off. 

Mr. Sheldon today tacitly confessed the 
fallacy of one of his contentions during one 
of his heart-to-heart talks with the staff 
before the men went out on their allotted 
tasks. The preacher-editor then said he had 
been disappointed in one cherished desire. 
He ‘had been hoping he could issue one pa- 


crime news. That object he thought he had 
achieved yesterday, when along came the 
Peffer suicide to upset his carefully laid 
plans. Anyway, he said, with the Boer war 
going on it seems impossible to issue a pa- 
per free from criminal news. The Boer war, 
or any war, he considers a crime. There- 
fore, he thought he might as well print the 
bare facts about other crimes, and the 
columns of the Capital will, no doubt, be 
more freely thrown open to that class of 


news. 
First Sign of Weakness. 


This is the first sign of weakness from 
Mr. Sheldon. Time alone will tell whether 
he will depart further from his original posi- - 
tion. Mr. Sheldon is evidently preparing to 
wind up his week of editorial power in a 
blaze of glory. for he consulted with the 
staff on the advisability of each man writ- 
ing his impressions of the week, with special 
reference to the chances of success of a 
Christian daily if one should be established 
for continuous publication. It was not de- 
eided whether or hot the impressions would 
be written. 

Before the heart-to-heart talk ceased Mr. 
Sheldon said the paper, as a whole, was 
not the paper he would have run had he 
had more than a week of control. His 
principal effort now, he said, is to crowd into 
the six issues as much good Christian mat- 
ter as possible. This, of necessity, com- 
pelled him to crowd out much interesting 
news. If there had been no time limit, he 
said, he would have established a series of 
crusades against the prevailing evils. His 
experiment, he insisted, was being crippled 
by limitations both as to time and money. 
It could be seen that: he regretted that 
he had not made some provision in his con- 
tract with the publishers for money to be 
expended in reaching out for Christian news 
and for special articles written by promi- 
nent men and women. Not being able to 
buy new matter he had been forced to clip 
old stuff from various publications. 


No News in Sunday Issue. 


Though almost constantly busy with the 
daily, Mr. Sheldon has not lost sight of the 
fact that a great deal of interest centers in 
his Sunday paper. It has already been 
printed that all the work done on the Sun- 
day edition will close promptly at midnight 
of Saturday. If the task of the presses is 
not finished at that hour the machines will 
be stopped and nothing more will be done 
in the way of printing and circulating the 
paper until twenty-four hours afterward. 

One of the obstacles to this plan was the 
contract with-the Associated Press, which 
forbids the issuing of a morning paper with 
the dispatches of that association before 11 
o'clock at night. ‘To overcome this Mr. Shel- 
don decided to print no AssoWiated Press dis- 
patches; then he went further, and declared 
he would have no news at all. 

This is by far the most radical departure 
from established newspaper methods yet at- 
tempted by the divine. Stripped of news, the 
entire paper will be devoted solely to relig- 
jous literature—the only class of matter Mr. 
Sheldon -thinks should be read on Sunday. 
Church notices and the Sunday school lesson 


Sense of Humor Broadens. 

It was suggested to Mr. Sheldon that the 
paper could be brightened by printing odd, 
clean **‘ human interest ’”’ stories, and two or 
three of these, all happenings of the last few 
days, were proposed. Mr. Sheldon, whose 
sense of humor is broadening the longer he 
occupies the editorial chair, approved them 
all, but said he could not see his way to 
printing them in the limited time and space 
at his disposal. 

One of the Capital staff was today asked 
if Mr. Sheldon, in the performance of his 


views upon those under him. No,’’ said the 
reporter. ‘* He has not mentioned religion 
since he came here. Had I not known he 
was a minister I would never have known it, 
for he has done nothing while in the office 
to convey that information.”’ 

An evidence of the high personal regard 
entertained for Mr. Sheldon in Topeka and 
the sympathy felt for him in certain quar- 
ters came to the surface in North Topeka 
today, when petitions were circulated asking 
Editor MacLennan of the Evening State 
Journal to discontinue the publication of 
the Howe “‘ Lay Sermons.’’

VIENNA, March 15.—The strike in the 
Bohemian coal fields, which began over two 
months ago, and which—since over 60,000 
miners struck—is the largest ever known in 
Austria, still continues in almost unabated 
force. Parliament is busying itself trying to 
decide if it dare pa S$ a measure legalizing 
the limitation ofa day’s work to eight hours, 
and, although the prospect of the measure 
being passed before the session after Easter 
is slight, the strikers still hold out, and hope 
for legal relief. | 

Heretofore there ae been no rioting, but 
this morning a large number of miners from 
the neighboring villages started for Brux, 
where a meeting of protest was held just 
outside Brux. Thé police and finally the 
military endeavored to turn the crowd back. 
A gendarme was wounded by a stone thrown 
by a striker, a number of strikers were ar- 
rested, and a barn burned. 

The miners are growing impatient at the 
delay of the government, and it is feared 
that today’s trouble is the beginning of 
more serious demonstrations and riots. 


Journalists for Peace.

Austria-Hungary has just made a de- 
cision concerning the nationality of Consuls 
and consular agents which it will admit to 
the empire which is of interest to all powers 
represented here. ulgaria expressed a de- 
sire some time ago to establish commercial 
agencies in the chief towns and cities of 
Austria-Hungary. The negotiations which 
resulted are now about ended, and the only 
condition the Vienna government has im- 
posed is that the agents must be Bulgarian 
citizens. The announcement is made that: 

‘The principle has been adopted that the 
custom herctofore' obtaining of permitting 
Austro-Hungarian subjects to act as agents 
for other states shall be at an end; that in 
the future the establishing of consulates or 
consular agencies in the empire will be per- 
mitted only if the persons appointed to fiil 
such offices be subjects of the state es- 
tablishing the or agency.”

PARIS, March 16, 3 a. m.—Rostand’s now 
tragedy, “‘ L’Aigion,”’ was presented for the 
first time last (Thursday) night by Sarah 
Bernhadt to an immense fashionable, lit- 
erary, and artistic audience. Sarah Boern- 


hardt and M. Rostand had kept the secret 


of the drama well, and had thus arouscd 
public attention to a high pitch of interest. 
The work proves to be great, almost ap- 
proaching the classic, and of passionate in- 
terest. Sarah Bernhardt was superb in her 
characterization of the Duke of Reichstadt 
—‘' L’Aigion’’—the son of Napoleon and 
Marie Louise of Austria, appearing in short, 
curling golden locks and a white and gold 
costume. 


In the First Act. 

In the first act the scene is laid at Baden- 
Baden, in the famous Greek temple which 
Marie Louise is known to have loved ®o well. 
Here the young Duke is shown with his 
tutors, who endeavor to teach him every- 
thing but history. The great Napoleon the 
boy knows of only as a hero, and he puzzles 
his professors by many questions, and talks 
of Austerlitz and other battles in which Na- 
poleon is the great central figure, In the 
progress of the first act Fanny Essler, a 
young girl who loves the young Duke, tells 
him the history of Napoleon, and gives him 
his first knowledge of the fact that the first 
of the French Emperors its his father. 


Dons a French Uniform. 

The second aci takes place at Schoenbrun, 
where the young Duke jis surrounded by 
spies, among whom is Flambeau, a former 
Grenadier of Napoleon, who only plays the 
spy for the purpose of being near L’Aiglon. 
Flambeau finally induces L’Aiglon to try on 
a French uniform. Prince Metternich dis- 
covers them and furious. He orders away

DRAINAGE BOARD LAYS MEMORIAL 
BEFORE CONGRESS TODAY. 


In the Evening Banquet Will Be Given 

_ to River and Harbor Committeemen 

| and Many Other Members—Little 
Chance of Appropriation This Year 
—Many Copies of the Argument in 
Favor of Deep Channel Ready for 
Circulation in Washington.

Washington, D. C., March 15,—[Special.]— 
Ae soon as the members of the Drainage 
‘anal commission who left Chicago yester- 
day arrived here they attempted to hold 
Aa meeting to discuss the plan to be pur- 
ued in presenting the memorial to Con- 
ress in regard to the drainage canal and 
ther matters, but as a quorum could not 
e mustered they decided to let the matter 
o over until tomorrew. The membefs of 
he party then took dinner, after which 
most of them attended one of the theaters. 
| As is well known, the trustees and one 
or two of the city offiaials of Chicago came 
here for the double purpose of presenting 
a memorial to Congress and giving a ban- 
quet at which 125 persons will be present. 


Tomorrow the memorial, which is an 


i elaborate affair, of which 1,000 coples have 


been made, will be presented to the Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress. To- 
morrow night the banquet will be given 
t the Raleigh Hotel. Besides the canal 
rustees, the Illinois Congressional delega- 
omg and Senators Cullom and Mason, there 
re @xpected to be present Senators Frye, 
McMillan, Elkins, Nelson, McBride, Gal- 
linger, Penrose, Hanna, Depew, Vest, Jones 
of Nevada, Berry, Caffery, Turner, Martin, 
And Clay of Georgia, all members of the 
Commerce committee, which deals with ques- 
tions relating to waterways; and Repre- 
sentatives Burton, Dovener, Bishop, Ache- 
son, Morris, Alexander, Tongue, Fawrence, 
Davidson, Catchings, Lester, Bankhead, Mc- 
culloch, Berry, Sparkman, and: Ball of the 
Rivers and Harbors committee, and many 
Senators and members from the middle 
West. | 
Mayor Harrison was expected to be pres- 
ent, but at the last moment it was decided 
he could not come. The only object in view 
is to induce Congress to amend the river 
and harbor act in such a way as to extend 
‘the estimate favorably on the Illinois River, 
so as to cover the whole stream and in- 
crease the depth from seven to fourteen feet, 
The hew’survey can be provided for easily 
enough if there is a river and harbor bill 
this year, which is highly improbable. For 
this reason the banquet tomorrow, osten- 
sibly planned to influence members of Con- 
gress, is really an official jollification over 
‘the completion of the canal. — 


ARGUE FOR A DEEP CHANNEL. 


‘Sanitary District Trustees’ Memorial 
to Congress Giving Reasons for 
Expending $25,000,000. 


The memorilal to Congress, petitioning for 
a deep waterway between the terminus of 
the Drainage Channel and the Mississipp! 
‘River, which will be presented by the 
trustees of the Sanitary District, has been 
‘tormulated and published. It embodies the 
strongest arguments for the national char- 
acter of the canal that have been advanced 
and goes so far as to submit a plan contain- 
ing many estimates for deepening the chan- 
nels of the Illinois and Desplaines Rivers. 
The commercial and military interests of 
the entire country are given as reasons for 
the speedy construction of the ship channel, 
Ihe fact that Chicago people have paid one- 
half the cost in constructing the Drainage 
Canal, in the expectation that for every dol- 
lar thus expended another would be forth- 
coming to complete a ship channel, is urged 
upon the attention of Congress. The esti- 
mated further cost of a ship channel is 
$25,000,000. 


Summary of Arguments in Memorial. 


The summary of arguments in the me- 
morial is as follows: 

‘An available navigation of fourteen feet 
with locks for fleets of barges and so de- 
signed as to permit greater depths in the 
future may be had between the present 
terminus of the Sanitary and Ship Canal at 
Lockport and the Mississippi River for 
$25,000,000. The channel improvements in- 
clude five locks and dams in conjunction 
with a water supply of 10,000 cubic feet per 
second from Lake Michigan, and it is not 
possible to produce such a waterway without 
this water supply. 

‘This depth will undoubtedly provide such 
a prism in the upper [llinois as will reduce 
the flood velocity to tolerable limits. It is 
believed that such a depth on the Lower 


| Illinois will avoid increased damage by oyer- 
flow and produce a current strong enough to 


maintain itself against obstructive deposits. 
Its superiority for navigation needs no state- 
ment. This depth was determined upon as 
the least to be considered. 

‘The first effect of turning in the/water 
from Lake Michigan after removing the 
dams is to extend an available steamboat 
and barge navigation as far up the Illinois 
River as Utica, which is only. sixty-two 
miles distant from lake navigation at Lock- 
port. Before the opening of the Chicago 
Sanitary and Ship Canal, lake and river 
navigations, for practical purposes, were 
$20 miles apart. 

Final Design May Be Cheaper. 

“The plansamade on which the foregoing 
estimatéds were based were to test the possi- 
bilities of the route and for purposes of cal- 
culation, They were not intended to de- 
termine a final design, but it igs not assumed 
that a final design would lessen the estimate, 
although it might greatly improve its scope 
and make the work more efficient. 

‘A variety of plans for extending deep 
water from the mouth of the Illinois to 8t. 
Louis have suggested themselves, but no es- 
timate has been made. It is considered prac- 
ticable to accomplish this improvement. 

‘‘That portion of the work between the 
end of the Chicago canal and a point nine- 
tean miles below Utica, a distance of eighty- 
one miles, and covering all the structural 
and most expensive operations, is neces- 
gary to be done in order to form an outlet for 
the Hennepin Canal. 

‘Finally, a navigation of fourteen feet 
from Chicago to St. Louis is justified without 
regard to any river connection at St. Louis, 
yet the fact will at-once suggest itself that 
as a connection with the Mississippi River 
this depth can be carried through to the 
Gulf of Mexico and maintained for enough 
months in the year to justify the expendi- 
ture.” | | 
Work Divided into Three Sections. 


For the purpose of discussion, the proposed 
course of the waterway has been divided into 
three séctions: the Joliet, from the end of the 
sanitary channel to Lake Joliet, eight miles; 
the upper Illinois, from Lake Joliet to Utica, 
f¥ty-four miles; the lower Illinois, from 
Utica to the mouth, 227 miles. The Joliet 
section, it is stated, will be the most ex- 
pensive for improvement, as any waterway 
through this section must have ample prism 
to care for the flood waters of the Desplaines. 
Several plans for this improvement have 
been made and an average cost would be 
$8,000,000. | 

The second section, from Joliet to Utica, is 
much more favorable. Lake Joliet, Lake 
Du Page, and the pool above the Marseilles 
dam cdver one-third of the distafice. A 
proper treatment in dredging for a fourteen- 
foot channel, 300 feet wide, it is believed, will 
not injure any: great area of bottom lands. 
The cost of this section is estimated at 
$10,000,000. | 

In the third, or lower Illinois, section 
there is a stream of low declivity with low

a channel of reasonable permanence, and 
the river is improved by four dams and 
locks. The estimate for a navigable channel 
in this section is $7,000,000. 

From the mouth of the Illinois to St. Louis, 
imemorial sets forth, the conditions have 
not;been studied and the improvements can- 
notibe estimated. 

Taking up a general argument to impress 


upon Congress the national importance of 


theicanal, the memorial says: 

“No one can study the situation and en- 
virgdnments without coming to the conclusion 
that this project is national in character, 
and, being so, the remainder of the work 
should be completed by the-federal govern- 
ment. Interest in the movement intensifies 
in the presence of the overwhelming senti- 
ment favorable to the construction of an 
isthmian canak which is to connect the At- 
lantic and Patific Oceans.”’ 


TO OPEN MEXICO’S BIG CANAL. 


Preparations Going Forward for In- 
auguration of Drainage Sys- 
tem Tomorrow. 


~ City of Mexico, March 15.—Preparations 


are going on for the formal opening of 
the great drainage canal on Saturday. Sir 
Weetman Pearson, who built the canal, has 
arrived and will be the honored guest. One 
new matin drains the city’s improved sewer 
system and the main drains will empty into 
the Grand Canal. ; 

How important the reformed drainage of 
the city is has been shown this week by the 
publication of the mortuary statistics of the 
City of Mexico. The deaths in 1809 were 
17,783, and taking the population at a fair 
estimate of 400,000, this shows a death rate 
of over forty-four per 1,000, about the same 
as that of Bombay. 

The births were only 14,310, and the city, 
while growing marvelously, is recruited from 
rural Mexico. Sanitarians believe that with 
the new drainage system the death rate will 
fall one-half, or to the same rate as for New 
York City.

Last night was decidedly an off night at 
the opera. The audience was depressingly 
emall and the performance was of an in- 
ferior quality. Two or three of the princi- 
pals did good work, but these were hampered 
by inadequate support from other members 
of, the cast and by a uniformly wretched 
accompaniment from the orchestra—one of 
the worst, in fact, which can be recalled. 
In view of these drawbacks it may be in- 
ferred that M. Ansaldi, the tenor, made his 
first local appearance under unfortunate 
conditions, and even if he had acquitted him- 
self with less distinction than he @id he 
would be entitled to generous consideration. 
But, as a matter of fact, M. Ansaldi stands 
in need of no charitable treatment. He is 
an artist, ho¢beit the full scope of his 
ability could not be inferred from last night's 
performance. But this was not his fault. 
This new singer's voice is powerful and of 
an agreeable quality, although its beauty 
is ‘marred somewhat by tremulous vibrato. 
This is most noticeable, of course, in its 
middle register, disappearing to a great ex- 
tent in the climactic passages, which were 
executed with commendable brilliance and 
stirring dramatic intensity. So far as could 
be judged, M. Ansaldi exhibited qualities 
which should make him a valuable factor 
of the company's forces, and future good 


work may justly be expected of him. He ! 


scored a brilliant triumph with his singing 
of the * Di Quella Pira’’ aria in the third 
act, this number being enthusiastically re- 
demanded. 

The part of Léonore was taken by Mlle. 


Clément, who made so good an impression 


last Monday night. It may be said readily 
that the expectations she then excited were 
fully sustained, although she, too, had to 
struggle against the difficulties already men- 
tioned. Her impersonation, if not strikingly 
original, was nevertheless spirited and sat- 
isfactory. The Azucena was Mile. Marie 
Valdés, whose work was characterized by 
many and serious defects. In her long scene 
with Manrique, in the second act, she utterly 
failed to rise to the situation, although it 
is but just to say that she appeared to be 
suffering severely from nervousness, Never- 
theless, it was a distressing incident, whose 
termination was relief. Later on in the 
evening her work improved somewhat, but 
her performance was not one to be spoken 
of overenthusiastically. 

M, Loyolle, who had been announced for 
the part of the Count, having been taken , 
with a sudden and severe cold, his place 
was filled at short notice by M. Bernard 
Begué. This singer is somewhat outclassed 
by the other brilliant artists of this com- 
pany. His impersonation was heavy and 
uninteresting, and beyond one or two ex- 
hibitions of power, his singing was not of

fair, however, to reserve final judgment 
upon M. Begué until he shall have had an 
opportunity to exploit himself to better 
advantage.

Society Incorporated at Springfield to 
_ Include Soldiers Who Served 
Under General Miles. 


The Society of the Army of Porto Rico 
was incorporated yesterday at Springfieid, 
Colonel Fred Bennitt of Joliet, formerly in 
command of the Third Illinois Regiment, be- 
ing one of the organizers. 

‘“‘ The society will include the soldiers who 
fought in the Porto Rican campaign,’’ said 
Colonel Bennitt. ‘‘ This State furnished over 
2,000 men in the Porto Rican campaign, and 
we expect nearly all of them to join the 
order. The society is the outgrowth of a 
movement that ptarted during the Porto 
Rican campaign.’ 

Major Taylor E. Brown of this city is a 
prime mover in the society. A meeting 
will be held here soon to organize. The so- 
clety'’s headquarters will be here.

DR. PUTTKAMMER IS DEAD 


FORMER GERMAN CABINET OFFICER 
PASSES AWAY. 


As Minister of Culture from 1879 to 
1885 He Had Difficult Task of Re- 
moving from Public Mind Last 
Trace of Struggle Between Prince 
Bismarck and the Catholics—His Re- 
actionary Tendencies Earned Him 
the Hatred of the Socialists.

BERLIN, March 15.—Ex-Minister Putt- 
kammer, whose death is announced, had a 
difficult task when, as Minister of Culture 
from 1879 to 1881, he had to reéstablish con- 
fessional peace and remove the last linger- 
ing trace of the struggle between Prince 
Bismarck and the Catholics. He also fa- 
thered the reformed spelling act, which 
Prince Bismarck forbade the Foreign office 
from employing. It is carefully taught in 
the schools, but is making slow if any prog- 
ress elsewhere. 

Dr. Puttkammer favored the confessional 
in the public schools and the anti-Socialist 
campaign. His general reactionary tenden- 
cies earned him the deep-seated hatred of 
the Radicals and Socialists. 

Emperor Frederick lost little time in dis- 
missing Puttkammer from the Ministry of 
the Interior, but the present Emperor ap- 
pointed him Governor of Pomerania. His 
autocratic rule and the backward state of 
this province caused a popular wit to dub it 
‘‘Puttkammerun,” after the German Af- 
rican colony in the Cameroons. 

Dr. Puttkammer was born May 5, 1828, at 
Frankfort-on-the-Oder, and has been in the 
service of the Prussian government since 


1852. 
T. L. MILLER PASSES AWAY. 


Pioneer in Hereford Cattle Breeding 
and Founder of Several Papers 
Dies in Florida. 


T. L. Miller died yesterday at his winter 
residence in De Funiak Springs, Fla., from 
the effects of a fall early in February. Mr. 
Miller was 83 years old, and was unable to 
recover from the injuries he sustained. 

He was born in Middletown, Conn., in 1817, 
and in 1840 went to Cuyahoga Falls. where 
he remained until 1856, when he came to 
Chicago. He engaged in the insurance busi- 
ness under the firm name of Miller & Will- 
marth for a time, and later in the firm of 
T. L. Miller & Co. While in Chicago he was 
connected with the First Congregational 
Church, and was chairman of the Building 
committee which erected the edifice at Wash- 
ton and Ann streets. He was one of the 
founders of the Congregational paper, the 
Advance. 

In 1870 Mr. Miller removed to his farm at 
Beecher, where he established the largest 
herd of Hereford cattle in the United States. 
He was a pioneer in introducing these cattle 
in this country, and made many importa- 
tions. ‘He exhibited at hundreds of fairs 
and shows, and won first prize at the Cen- 
tennial Exposition at Philadelphia in 1876. 
Mr. Miller established the “Hereford Herd 
Book in America, publishing the first two 
volumes himself. He founded the Breeders’ 
Journal, ard shortly before his death com- 
pleted a history of Hereford cattle, spending 
two years on the work. 

He left a widow, who was Miss Anna 
Hodges of Clarendon, Vt., and four children, 
Mrs. George B. Woodward of Louisville, Ky.; 
Mrs. Frank Gould of Evanston, Mrs. A. C, 
Reed and T. E. Miller of Chicago, 


AGED PASTOR R. R. COON DEAD. 


Sixty-one Years of His Life Spent in 
Active Ministry—Funeral Today at 
6313 Normal Avenue. 


After devoting sixty-one years of his life 
to the ministry, the Rev. R. R. Coon died 
yesterday morning at his residence, 6313 
Normal avenue. His death was caused by 
a paralytic stroke which disabled him a 
year ago. The funeral will be held at the 
residence at 4 o'clock this afternoon. In- 
terment will be at Pana, Ill., where the de- 
ceased had been a minister for seventeen 
years. 

Mr. Coon was born at New Brunswick, N. 
J., on June 12, 1815, and went, at the age 
of 19, to the college at Oxford, O. He was 
ordained at 22in Frankfort, Kv. In 1845 he

became pastor of a Presbyterian church at 
Peoria, Ill. After six years he changed to 
the Baptist faith. He accepted a pastorate 
at Alton, Ill., and in 1861 removed to Pana. 
Later he was at Sublette, Ill.; Vernon, Mich.; 
and Durand, Mich. He came to Chicago in 
1888 and organized the Lake View Baptist 
Church, 

In 1840 he married Miss Emeline McCowen 
of Mason, O. The widow and four sons 
survive.. The sons are R. W. Coon, an at- 
torney, at Waukegan, [ll.; the Rev. I. M. 
Coon of Chicago; the Rev. R. R. Coon Jr. 
of Stromsburg, Neb.; and J. J. Coon, an 
editor, at Monterey, Mexico. ». 


EX-JUSTICE FULLERTON DEAD. 


Able Lawyer Who Was Attorney for 
Theodore Tilton in Beecher Case 
Passes Away. 


Newburg, N. Y., March 15.—[Special.]— 
William Fullerton, formerly a Justice of the 
Supreme Court,'and for many years a prom- 
inent lawyer in New York City, died at his 
home here today. He was 83% years old. 

He was admitted to the bar in 1840. having 
previously been graduated from Union Col- 
lege. He practiced his profession ® New- 
burg and Goshen until he was 35 years old, 
when he removed to New York. 

Mr. Fullerton speedily became known as 
one of the ablest lawyers in the State. e 
was one of Theodore Tilton’s Seaeemeetl 
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the Beecher case, and Kis cross-examination 
of Henry Ward Beecher added greatly to his 
fame. He was then an ex-Justice of the 
Supreme Court, having been appointed in 
1867 and afterwards elected to the office. 
After he retired from practice Mr. Fullerton 
made his home in Newburg. His widow and 


a daughter survive him. 


DEATH OF JACOB L. CAHN. 


Unable to Withstand Pneumonia Con- 
tracted While Recovering from 
Blows ‘of a Footpad. 


Jacob L. Cahn, a pioneer in the tailoring 
business in Chicago, died at his residence, 
5241 Indiana avenue, yesterday morning, 
aged 58. A month ago, while returning from 
his office with the firm of Smith, Miller & 
Barbour, he was attacked by footpads in 
Fifty-third street and was rendered uncon- 
scious by a blow on the head. He partly re-

COL. M’KOY DIES IN TEXAS. 


Well-Known Wisconsin Cattleman Suc- 
cumbs to Pneumonia and Heart 
Disease at Fort Worth. 


Fort Worth, Tex., March 15.—[Special.]— 
Colonel Horace W. McKoy died late last 
night at St. Joseph’s Infirmary after an 
illness of only four days, contracted in Chi- 
cago while en route to this city to attend the

at Oshkosh, Wis., but owned one of the 
finest ranches in the San Angelo country of 
Texas. He was 67 years old and had been 
prominent in Texas cattle circles for years. 
A complication of heart disease and pneu- 
monia caused his sudden death. The body 
was taken to Wisconsin tonight.

TALK OF PORTO RICO TARIFF. 


Eight Speakers Discuss the Pending 
Bill at Sunset Club Dinner in the 
Palmer House. 


The Sunset club dined at the Palmer 
House last night and listened to a discussion 
of the Porto Rican tariff bill. Eight local 
speakers addressed the club, and all sides 
of the question were touched upon. .The 
principal speakers were Edward E. Perley, 
who was in favor of the bill as it now 
stands, and Sigmund Zeisler, who opposed 
it. At times the discussion became heated. 

The following was the wording of the sub- 
ject for debate: ‘‘ The Porto Rican Tariff 
LBill—Should It Become a Law?” 

Mr. Perley said the bill was a charitable 
measure. No nation had ever given a terri- 
tory such a favorable system of duties. The 
importer does not pay the duty, and the 
revenue obtained would go to aid the Porto 
Ricans. Such a bill was the best that could 
be framed, he said. is 

Sigmund Zeisler discussed the matter as a 
moral issue. He traced the conduct of the 
government toward the Porto Ricans from 
the landing of General Miles to the state- 
ments of Secretary Root. All, he ciaime 
were in favor of free trade; and all practi- 
cally promised it to the Porto Rican mer- 
chants. To change now would be an act of 
bad faith. 

J. B. Moos followed Mr. Zeisler and ad- 
vocated a policy of free trade. He told of 
conferences he has had with members of the 
tobacco trust, who claim the product of 
Porto Rico will enter into disastrous com- 
petition with native tobacco. He said that 
on this account the heads of the trust were 
opposed to free trade. Should free trade 
come the prices would be lowered and a 
healthier condition would exist. 

Edmund H. Smalley claimed that in one 
county In Minnesota he found a majority 
of 1,000 Republicans against the bill. If it 
passed that State would surely be lost to 
the party. 

Henry R. Rathbone defended the action 
of President McKinley, who, he claimed, 
must have some good reason for taking the 
stand he hag done. On every public ques- 
tion the President had been found on the 
right side, he said. Mr. Carroll claimed that 
on all but a few questions President McKin- 
ley had taken several sides during his pub- 


lie life. 
D. M. Lord discussed the question from a 


moral standpoint, urging that the bill should 


not pass.

AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION OF- 
FERED BY CONGRESSMAN RAY. 


Interviews with Porto Ricans Show 
How Tobacco Combine Proposes to 
Secure Island Crop on Hand—Inter- 
est in Trriff Will Then Cease—Mi- 
nority Opinion Favors Government 
Cable Across Pacific Ocean—Alaska 
Needs Telegraph Lines.

Washington, D. C., March 15. 

It would not be surprising if a real effort 
is made to enact some trust legislation at 
this session, or at 
least to get it started 
before the campaign 
opens. Chairman Ray 
of the Judiclury com- 
mittee has been mak- 
ing a study of the question for some time,

and believes Congress should take some 
steps with a view to controlling the opera- 
tion of these corporations. Today he intro- 
duced a resolution proposing an amendment 
to the constitution which if adopted will put 
the trusis at the mercy of Congress as well 
The proposed amendment de- 
clares: 

“The Congress shall have power to regu- 
Jate and repress monopolies and combina- 
tions; to create and dissolve corporations, 
and dispose of their property; to make al! 
laws necessary and proper for the execution 
of the foregoing powers. Such powers may 
be exercised by the several States in any 
manner not in conflict with the laws of the 
United States.” 

Mr. Ray said the resolution did not repre- 
gent any sentiments but his own, but it is 
generally understood he is acting upon the 
advice of his party associates, who believe 
the time has come to take cognizance of the 
trust question and do something towards 
Umiting unrestricted power for combina- 
tions. Several days ago Mr. Ray introduced 
a bill dealing with the same subjects, and 
now that he has followed that up by propos- 
ing an amendment to the constitution it is 
regarded as extremely significant. 

It is believed the majority in Congress will 
at least make an ostensible endeavor to push 
through some trust legislation, as the public 
demand for it is becoming stronger every 


day.

erally understood 
how extravagant the tobacco tariff is. Dur- 
ing the last year, with the Dingley law in 
force against Porto Rico, the tobacco crop 
there was of course absolutely without a 
market. Cuba had a tariff of $5 a pound, 
and Spain’s rate was as prohibitive as that 
of the United States. The acreage was re- 
duced and the tobacco crop, except a mil- 
lion pounds or so for local consumption, was 
stored to wait for the free trade with the 
United States which every one in Porto 
Rico expected. 

Then the trust began its work. It at- 
tempted to buy up all the surplus stock in 
the island, but it was willing to pay only 
rates based on the existing stagnation. The 
planters refused to make the great sacri- 
fice. The tobacco trust first threatened and 
then acted. Its agents sent printed petitions 
to cigar factories, and the men at work were 
persuaded to sign the papers without the 
slightest knowledge of the conditions. 

Many of the petitions are signed, it is said, ~ 
by men who were driven out of Cuba during » 
the war and expect to go back as soon as 
independence is secured. The trust used 
these petitions to coerce the half-beggared 
Porto Rico planters. When the islanders 
refused still to sell their crop the trust 
moved on Congress, and two Connecticut 
men—Senator Platt and Representative Rus- 
sell—led the fight for a tariff. 

Had the island planters sold their crop 
to the trust at its own prices the agitation 
for a tariff against the island would never 
have been heard from. Ordinary prices 
there are about 20 cents per pound. 

The maximum for the finest grade of wrap- 
per tobacco is 40 cents. The Dingley rate 
for wrapper tobacco is $1.85. The House 
bill fixes 15 per cent of that, or about 28 cents 
per pound. This is 140 per cent ad valorem 
on ordinary prices, and 70 per cent of the 
maximum, so it is evident that the rate is 
prohibitory. The trust will win with even 
5 per cent of the Dingley rates, for even 
that would be a duty of nearly 50 per cent 
on the ordinary grades and about 25 per cent 
on the choicest lots. It is evident, there- 
fore, that all compromises short of free 
trade will be victories for the tobacco trust. 
The local planters could not. possibly hold 
their stock over another summer. 

The plan of the trust, therefore, is to 
have a tariff until the planters are forced 
by starvation to sellat the trust price. Then 
there will be a reversion of form and the. 
trust, at the next session of Congress, will 
be as anxious for free trade as itis now fora 
tariff. It was this fact, indeed, which caused 
the trust agents to assent at once to the 
amendment in the House bill limiting the 
duration of the tariff. 

In many articles 15 per cent of the Dingley 
tariff is not serious, but in tobacco alone 
it is practically prohibitive, and this fact is 
only too well understood by the Porto Rico 
planters and the trust, which is attempting 
to rob them through Congressional aid.

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“PLAIN DUTY” TO PORTO RICO. 

{From President McKinley’s message to Congress. ] 
Since the cession Porto Rico has been 
denied the principal markets she had long 
enjoyed, and our tariffs have been continued 
against her products as when she was under 
Spanish sovereignty. The markets of Spain 
are closed to her products except upon terms 
to which the commerce of all nations is sub- 
jected. The Island of Cuba, which used to 
buy her cattle and tobacco without customs 
duties, now imposes the same duties upon 


. these products as from any other country 


entering her ports. She has, therefore, lost 
her free intercourse with Spain and Cuba, 
without any compensating benefits in this 
market. Her coffee was little known and 
not in use by our people, and, therefore, 
there was no demand here for this one of her 
chief products. The markets of the United 
States should be opened up to her products. 
Our plain duty is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and Porto 
Rico, and give her products free access to 
our markets. |

when the trust advanced prices on the al- 
leged ground that the Philippine ports had 
been closed the officials of the lowa Imple- 
ment Dealers’ association recognized that it 


was merely- an excuse to raise prices, and 


they determined to outwit the trust if possi- 
ble. The lowa association opened negotia- 
tions with other associations, and an agree~ 
ment was reached by which the dealers in all 
Western States agreed not to make their 
purchases at the usual time in the fall, but 
to hold off until prices reached a reasonable 
figure. The cordage trust was compelled to 
keep its warehouses stocked at great ex- 
pense for several months while no sales were 
made, and they seemed likely to lose their 
market altogether. Finally, when the need 
of cash became great, they took advantage 
of the excuse that the Philippine ports had 
been opened and reduced prices. When they 
fell to a reasonable figure the implement men 
began to buy, and swamped the wholesalers 
In this way the retailers and 
farmers saved 2 cents a pound and thetrust 
lost an expected profit. Meanwhile the trust 
has learned the valuable lesson that the 
consumers are not wholly at their mercy, 
and the consumers have learned the power 
of organization against trusts. The lesson 
is one that might well be followed by others 
who suffer from extortions of trusts. 


A bill before the Ohio 
Legislature provides forthe State Fire 
appointmént of a State Inspection.

REPEAL STAMP TAXES. | 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ association is 
going to agitate for the repeal of the war 
revenue act of 1898, with special reference 
to that part of it imposing multifarious 
and onerous stamp taxes. It is said, and 
no doubt with truth, that those taxes 
are burdensome to the business interests. 
of this city. If the proceeds were needed 
the manufacturers would not complain, . 
but they know that the war with Spain 
is over and that needless taxation simply 
begets a demoralizing surplus. | 

All will agree that the perfect fiscal 
system is one where receipts and expenses 
coincide. Exact equivalence is impossible 
except now and then by accident. Spo as to 
be on the safe side the taxes should produce. 
a revenue slightly in excess of the antici- 
pated needs of the government. Then there 
will be provision for unexpected ¢ontin- 
gencies. But the revenues of the United 
States since July 1 last exceeded the ex- 
penditures. by $42,000,000. That is too 
great an excess, especially considering that 
there was a surplus of over $100,000,000 
in the Treasury at the beginning of: the 
fiscal year. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue | 


reports that during the months of July, 
August, September, and October of last 
year the receipts from dochmentary stamps 
were $12,000,000 and from _ proprietary 
stamps $1,400,000. - Therefore, of the sur- 
plus of $42,000,000 for the last eight and 
a half months about $28,500,000 came 
from the stamp taxes. Hence it is ap- 
parent that the repeal of those taxes would 
leave the genera> government considera- 
bly more revenue than is needed to meet 
legitimate demands upon it. 

These taxes are clearly unnecessary. 
Some of them are peculiarly vexatious. 
There are some which the last Congress 
presumably thought would fall upon such 
corporations as the telegraph and express 
companies, but which the people who have 
dealings with them have had to pay. Then 
why continue to exact them ?: The Presi- 
dent has not recommended that they he 
The Secretary of the Treasury 
has not done so. That is no reason for 
Congress to fail to act. Official reports 
which have been laid before it show that 
the documentary and proprietary taxes will 
preduce during this fiscal year $40,000,000 
of surplus revenue. Would it not be bet- 
tet in every way if those millions were in 
the pockets of the persons who paid them 
instead of being divided up among subsidy 
beggars—shipbuilders and ship owners, 
pneumatic tube schemers, and Pacific cable 
operators? 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
has taken in hand a good work. It has: 
right on its side. It wills gain’ many 
auxiliaries after it has agitated this ques- 
tion for a brief time. No American takes 
kindly to stamp taxes. He will submit 
to them uncomplainingly when wars call 
for increased revenues, but in days of peace 
he dislikes them almost as much as his 
forefathers did in 1766. | 


THE EURUPEAN COAL FAMINE. 

Consul General Mason has sent from 
Berlin an official report confirming the 
most serious rumors of a coal famine 
throughout continental Europe. Many 
German manufacturers already have been 
forced to close their factories because they 
are unable to obtain coal, and some of 
the largest electric light and power plants 
will be compelled to close in a few days 
unless they can get fuel from some un- 
expected source. In Prussia the managers 
of the state railways have been able to 
secure coal enough for six months, but 
only by paying an advance of 45 per ceut 
on the former high price. The same -is 
true of Belgium, and even at the advanced 
price the government cannot get as much 
coal as it wants. The lowest grade of 
bituminous coal has nearly doubled in value 
throughout Europe. Russia has sought to 
meet the emergency by removing the tariff 
duty from coal; but the coal famine still 
threatens results almost as serious as those 


of the food famine of a few years ago. 


The cause of this sudden shortage in 
Europe’s cval supply is the partial cessa- 
tion of ‘exports from England on account 
of the south African war. In this re- 
spect the British war seems about to in- 
flict as great hardship upon continental 
workingmen as did the American civil war 
upon English cotton spinners by depriving 
them of raw cotton. But this is only a 
temporary matter. The primary cause is 
much more serious and farreaching. The 
truth is, the European coal mines are 
becoming exhausted. Some of the mines 
in Belgium amd France have reached a 
depth of over half a mile and the coal 
must be brought up by a costly series of 
elevators. No new deposits are being dis- 
covered, while the great manufacturing en- 
terprises of modern life are devouring the 
reniaining beds faster than the ecoal can 
be mined. | 

Hitherto the imports from England have 
supplied the deficiency, but England it- 
self has passed its prime as a cog] pro- 
ducing country. The miners are compelled 
to go far beneath the surface. Labor and 
machinery have already been taxed to their 
utmost, but the mines can no longer re- 
spond to all the demands upon them. Thus 
Russia, Germany, and Belgium are econ- 
fronted with a permanent handicap to 
the great industrial activities which con- 
stitute the power and prosperity of every 
modern nation. ee 

In this predicament the United -States 
alone can supply the deficiency. This coun- 
try is inexhaustibly rich in coal, It seems 
practically certain that Europe will hence- 
forth be compelled to import an ever-in- 
creasing quantity of coal from America. 
If the various governments will remove 
all tariff restrictions, as they now show 
a tendency to do, Americans ¢an supply 
good coal in unlimited quantities at prices 
far below what Europe is now paying. 
The finest West Virginia soft coal can 
be landed at European ports for bot little 
more than $2 a ton. | 

That we shall in time have a large coal 
export trade seems certain. It is equally 
certain that the United States is destined 
to be the supreme manufacturing country 
of the world, for we alone have unlimited 
supplies of coal, and power is the con- 
trolling factor in the industrial world. The 
disadvantage of having to import their 
coal will ultimately compel European manu- 
facturers to devote themselyes chiefly to

ANNIE LAURIE. 

A cable dispatch from Tue TRIBUNE’s 
Loydon correspondent brings the news of 
the death of Lady John Scott Spottiswoode, 
whose name is so intimately, connected 
with the fayorite lyric, ““ Annie Laurie.” 
The dispatch, however, slightly errs in 
leaving the impression that Lady Scott 
wrote both the words and music of the 
song. The music unquestionably is hers, 
but the words are a modernization of an 
old song with the same title, written origi- 
nally about the close of the seventeenth 
century by William Douglas of Fingland; 
Scotland,, who was killed in battle in Flan- 
ders. Tradition relates that he died with 
a lock of hair in his hand, murmuring the 
name of the object of his fervent devotion, 
who shortly after, alas, married another 
and “ lived happily ever afterwards.” One 
Findlater, also, in the eighteenth century, 
wrote a version of the bailad, but Lady 
Scott's is the one now generally accepted. | 

The heroine of the pretty ballad was real 
flesh, and blood. Annie Laurie was one-of 
the four daughters of Sir Robert Laurie, 
first Baronet of Maxwelton, and married 
Sir Alexander Ferguson in 1709. Her 
eldest son was the hero of Burns’ song, 
“'The Whistle,” and the author of the bal- 
lad was also the hero of another, “ Willie 
has a wanton way.” If that were true per- 
haps it is just as well that Annie was never 
married to him. 

A citation of the first stanzas of the two 
ballads will show the difference of treat- 
ment. The original is as follows: 

Maxwelton’s banks are bonnie, 
They're a’ clad owre wi’ dew, 
Where I an’ Annie Laurie 
Made up the bargain true. 
Made up the bargain true, 
Which ne’er forget shall be, 
An’ for bonnie Annie Laurie 
I'd lay me down an! dee, 
' Lady Scott's version is as follows: 
Maxwelton’s braes are bonnie 
Where early fa’s the dew, 
And it’s there that Annie Laurie 
Gave me her promise true. 
Gave me her promise true, 
Whith ne’er forgot will be; 
And for bonnie Annie Laurie 
I'd lay me down and dee. 

But, afterall, it is Lady Scott's version 
which, set to her touchingly sweet and sim- 
ple melody, has won its way to the popular 
heart and become one of the most favorite 
of modern lyrics. Both in the Indian wars 
and in the trenches at Sebastopol the British 
soldiers sang it as they thought of the Annie 
Lauries at home. “ Each heart repeats a 
different name, but all sing ‘ Annie Lau- 
rie.’ ” It was no slight achievement in life 
to have given the world a song which has 
brought and will continue to bring happi- 
ness to thousands. |

Her political affairs are the butt of 
fun, a play upon a lilliputian stage.” <A 
half-acre garden plat seems insignificant 
beside a thousand-aere farm. . Yet there 
is room for infinite skill and industry in 
the cultivation of the former. -The good 
gardener earns as much praise as the good 
farmer. The citizens of Oak Park should

the rose. Happier is the village where 
all the citizens take ‘an intelligent part 
in the work of government than the great 
city where many voters are indifferent and 
many are ignorant, and, as a consequence, 
all are badly governed.

THE INVASION OF THE TEACHER... 

The sphere of influence of the school 
teacher is materially broadening. The 
time when she taught the “three Rs” in 
undisturbed seclusion and was known to 
the world of parents only by the admonish- 
ing notes sent and received has gone by.: 
Today she is the power behind the educa- 
tional throne and she seeks to keep the 
whole world straight. Her notes of ad- 
monishment are sent to the higher au- 
thorities, and if she no longer brandishes 
a ruler or puts the unruly in a corner 
she administers blows that are fully as 
telling and puts the taxdodger in a corner. 

She seems to have a highly developed 
faculty for finding out the duty evader, and 
she is not slow in suggesting reform or in 
giving of her tireless energy to the realiza- 
tion of the same. The small child has 
always assumed a worshipful attitude 
towards “‘ my teacher.” To that composite 
individual, represented by a federation of 
instructors, Chicago, which is only after 
all a small child, bows in reverence. 


THE SENATE THEN AND NOW. 

After having been in the Senate long 
enough to form an intelligent opinion con- 
cerning the abilities of his fellow-members, 
Chauncey M. Depew told a correspondent 
that the Senate as at present constituted 
contains as great a number of great states- 
men as ever before, 

The | Philadelphia Ledger is inclined to 
doubt the accuracy of this opinion. While 
admitting that “there are still Senators of 
rare ability,” it recalls the time when “ such 
giants of debate dominated the Senate ” as 
Webster, Clay, Cass, Benton, Douglas, and 
Davis. These men and the class they rep- 
resented were, says the"Ledger, “ the mak- 
ers of the history of the nation to which 
their greatness lent distinction, the molders 
of its politics, and the upholders.of its prin- 
ciples.” 

This is by no means the first time that the 
personnel of the Senate during later years 
has been compared unfavorably with that 
of the same body fifty and sixty years ago. 
It has been said over and over again that 
the Senate is now a “ millionaires’ club,” 
while it used to be composed of statesmen 
and orators. And yet the speeches of those 
orators, with the exception of Webster's, 
remain unread. They are seldom worth the 
reading. If delivered today they would at- 
tract no special attention. As for the work 
which those statesmen of fifty and sixty 
years ago did, much of it, like Mr. Clay's 
compromise measures, is not looked on now 
as displaying extraordinary statesmanship. 

Nobody extols the first Congress. Few 
recall the names of any of the Senators who 
took part in its deliberations, That Con- 
gress did a vast amount of valuable, per- 
manent work. Called on to enact the mass 
of legislation made necessary by the ratifi‘ 


. cation of the constitution, it labored faith- 


fully and suecessfully.. It established a 
revenue system and a judiciary system for 
the new national government, and it organ- 
ized departments. That Congress worked 
much and talked little, and for the latter 
reason, perhaps, is not held in special honor. 

It will not be denied that there were 
“giants of debate” fifty and sixty years 
ago. They might not seem so gigantic, 
however, were they debating now. There 
is a natural tendency to exaggerate the mer- 
its of the men of the preceding generation. 
Mr. Webster was not free from it. One 
day, when he was a Senator, he recalled the 
fact that when he was first serving in the 
House there were in the Senate such men as 
Rufus King and Christopher Gore, and re- 
gretted that “ our country has no such men 
now,” and “we shall never see their like 
again.’ If there is at this time urgent need 
of “giants of debate,” doubtless they will 
make their appearance. Whenever § an 
emergency arises the persons best fitted to 
deal with it usually come forward. 

Many of the memorable debates of the 
ante-war period were concerning the power 
of Congress over the Territories apropos of 
slavery. Another aspect of that question 
of Congressional power now presents itself 
for consideration, The Senate must debate 
the status under the constitution of the new 
insular possessions of the United States. 
It will not be surprising if that debate 
shows that there are in the Senate now 
men who can reason as forcibly, speak as 
brilliantly, and exert as profound an in- 
fluence as did the Bentons, Douglases, and 
Clays in their day. |

Death of Thomas K. Beecher and of 
Two Mrs. Mary Beecher Per- 
Beechers. kins removes all but two 


of the eleven noted sons 
and daughters of the Rev. Lyman Beech- 
er, the most famous of which were Henry 
Ward Beecher and Mrs. Harriet Beecher 
Stowe. There were seven sons, all of whom 
became Congregationalist ministers, and 
four daughters, all of whom were more or 
less prgminent as reformers and anti-slav- 
ery advecates. Thomas K. Beecher, the 
sixth son, had for nearly half a century 
been the pastor of the Independent Congre- 
gational Church at Elmira, N. Y., where Ke 
died. As a philanthropist, a consistent op- 
ponent of sectarianism, and an author he 
was widely known and esteemed. Thé fact 
that he was graduated from the Llinois Col- 
lege at Jacksonville in 1843 recalls a half- 
forgotten chapter in the educational history 
of this State. His older brother, Edward, 
was at that time President of the college, 
having held that place from the founding 
of the institution in 1830 until his resigna- 
tion in 1844. During that period the Beech- 
ers created a distinct chapter in Illinois his- 
tory by their active anti-slavery propa- 
ganda, which attracted many New-Eng- 
landers to the neighborhood of Jacksonville, 
and which also created many more or less 
bitter controversies with the Southern sym- 
pathizers who had settled there previously. 
Jacksonville became one of the most promi- 
nent stations on the ‘* Underground rail- 
road,”” and many an escaping slave was 
speeded on his secret way by the Beechers 
and their supporters. It is interesting to 
recall the fact that in 1835.this institution 
jraduated the first collegiate class in the 
history of the State. It consisted of two 
members—Richard Yatés, afterward War 
Governor and United States Senator, and 
the Rev. Jonathan Spillman, the composer 
of “ Sweet Afton.”” The only two surviving 
members of this remarkable and long-lived 
family are now the Rev. Charles Beecher 
of Georgetown, Mass., aged 8, and Mrs, .

RETURNS AGREEMENT UNSIGNED. 


Freedman’s Grievance Against Rogers 
of the Philadelphia Club. 


New York, March 15.—[Special.]—President 
Freedman today returned to President Nick Young 
of the National league without his signature the 
agreement reducing the league circuit to eight 
clubs. On the authority of a prominent league 
magnate it can be stated that Freedman has no 
chance to break the eight-club agreement. The 
signing is merely a formal ratification of the vote 
taken to reduce the number of clubs in the league. 
Should Freedman decline to pay his share of the 
expense of reducing the circuit, the other seven 
Clubs will put up the $13,000, that should, under 
the agreement, be paid by the New York club. 

The reason given by Freed@man for his action 
is that the magnates have not treated him fairly. 
He makes the issue on the case of Slagle, the out- 
fielder who played with Washington last year. 
Freedman’s claim is that the New York club was 
entitled by agreement to first chancé for Slagle’s 
services, but that the Philadelphia club jumped in 
and claimed Slagle, and was awarded the player’s 
services by President Young. 

To refute the charge of breach of faith on the 
part of the league, President Hogers of the Phila- 


club, and Treasurer Abell of the Brooklyn club 
agreed that a committee comprising Soden, Pul- 
liam, and Hanlon put prices on the releases of 
the Washington players; that the list was sub- 
mitted to Freedman; that the New York President 
said he wanted none of the men but Mercer, and 
would not give $2,000 for his services; that Slagle’s 
name was on the list at $750, and that Freedmae 
did not ask for time to consider. Rogers further 
states that the club owners told Freedman they 
would let’ him have players at reasonable prices, 
which prices, if disputed, would be left to any 
fair man to appraise. ,

Several Weeks’ Work by Examiners 


Results in Namerous Arrests Being 
Made—Attempt to Draw Support 
from the Government After Remar- 
riaae Is the Cause of the Action— 
Some Notaries Also May Get Into 
Trouble. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 15.—[Special.]— 


Many persons who are now pensioners will 
be surprised when they find they have been 
unceremoniously cut off the pension roll, 
and the majority, if not nearly all of these, 
will be women. Special pension examiners 
have been working in the Milwaukee. office 
for some time looking up cases about which 
they have suspicions. Some Milwaukee no- 
taries may also feel the effect of the visit 
of these examiners. Different persons con- 
nected with the Pension department have 
been working in the Milwaukee office for 
months past, and there have been a large 
number of arrests made up to the present, 
the last having been yesterday, when a 
Kaukauna woman, who remarried in 1872 
but still drew a pension, was bound over to 
the grand jury on a charge of defrauding 
the government. The majority of the cases 
so far have been {n the vicinity of Minneap- 
olis, but a shakeup around Milwaukee is 
next scheduled. The women who have been 
under suspicion and made goed material for 
investigation are widows, and it is not be- 
cause they have remarried that they are 
placed at odds with the United States au- 
thorities. They have, however, committed 
acts which under the United States laws 
are declared sufficient to cut them off. 


ASKS COURT FOR A REHEARING. 


Associated Press Petitions for a Review 


of Decison in Suit Brought by 
Inter Ocean. 


Springfield, Ill., March 15.—[{Special. ]—The 


Associated Press has filed a petition fora re- 
hearing in the chancery suit brought against 
it by the Inter-Ocean Publishing company, 
which was recently decided in the Illinois 
Supreme Court. The suit was brought to en- 
join the Associated Press from withholding 
from the Inter-Ocean its news service, to 
which the newspaper claimed it was en- 
titled under a contract which had been taken 


from it for alleged violation of the agree- 
ment. The Supreme Court decided in favor 
of the newspaper. 

The points upon which a rehearing is asked 


are as follows: 


First—That the court overlooked the con- 
tention sustained in the Circuit and Appel- 
late Courts that the complainant was not 
entitled to a specific performance of a con- 
tract entered into upon a consideration in 


part illegal, the parties standing in pari 
delicto. 


Second—That in its opinion this court held 
that parties having no contract relations 
with the appellee were entitled to its news 


service upon the ground that its business 


was affected with a public interest. 
Third—That the appellee has not conduct- 


ed its business in such a manner as to affect 
it with a public business, and in any event 
the business of gathering news being in its 
nature and origin a private business only, 
the question as to whether by reason of its 
growth and magnitude it shall be affected 
with a public use and placed under legal 
control and supervision.is one for the Legis- 
lature and does not rest with the courts. 


Speaking of the decision that parties hav- 


ing no contract relation with the Associated 
Press are entitled to its news service, the 
petitioner says this point was not before the 
court for decision. 


On the third point the petition says of the 


appellee: 


“It has never held itself out as gathering 


or furnishing news to the pubbic generally, 
but only to particular persons and corpora- 
tions publishing newspapers with whom it 
entered into contracts for an exchange of 
news.” 


Concerning this it says: “ Whether ap- 


pellee could by enlarging its business in- 
validate these contracts, and whether the 
decision of this court holding these provis- 
ions invalid can impair the rights of the 
parties holding such contracts, is a question 
which will doubtless be ultimately carried 
by parties holding contracts from appellee 
to the Supreme Court of the United States 


under the provisions of the constitution 


prohibiting the impairment of the obliga- 
tion of contracts.”’

WILL TAKE LEGAL ACTION FOR NON- 
PAYMENT OF COMPENSATION. 


Corporatien Counsel Walker Proposes 
to Force a Settlement by Demand- 
ing the Revocation of Company’s 
Down-Town Franchise—Northwest- 
ern “L” Ordinance for Fifth Avenue 
May Be Attacked Also — Lawyers 
Claim Measures Are invalid. 


Suit against the Union koe: company es 
recover compensation due the city under 
the franchise will be begun by Corporation 
Counsel Walker next wuek. The forfeiture 
of all the rights and privileges of the com- 
pany will be asked. This claim will be 
based on a clause in the contract by which 
the loop company promised to pay a per- 
centage of its gross earnings. to the city an- 
nually. 

The agreement provides that the loop 
company, after deducting $250,000 from its 
“tolls, income, rent issues, and. other 
profits ”’ for interest payments, was to pay 
the city annually 5 per cent on the balance 
of the gross receipts from Jan. 1, 1897, to 
Dec. $1, 1901; 10 per cent from Jan. 1, 1907, 
to Dec. 31, 1916; 20 per cent from Jan. 1, 
1917, to Dec. 31; and foe the remaining term 


of years, approximately fifteen, 25 per cent 
annually. Payments were to be made on 


Aug. 1 and Feb. 1 of each year. 
The. ordinances granting the right to con- 


- struct the Fifth avenue side of the loop may 


be attacked also. Lawyel'’s assert that the 
Northwestern “‘L” ordinances of Jan. 8, 
1804, and June 24, 1895, were invalid and 


furnished no “legal warrart either to the .- 


Northwestern Elevated railroad company or 
the Union Elevated railroad: company for 


‘the construction of any railroad.”’ 


The agreement between the road and the 
city was executed on June 6, 1896, Mayor 
Swift allowing the franchise to ‘Van Buren 
street to escape his veto. This was against 
\ the advice of the twenty-three “‘ honest 
minority ” Aldermen serving at that time, 
who insisted, as the city is now trying to 
prove, that the terms of compensation should 
be incorporated in the ordinance. 

The company holds the agreement not 
binding. It is contended further that the 
city, in fighting the company’s ordinance 
right to construct bridges connecting with 
stores, broke the bargain between road and 
municipality. The road's attorneys will not 
. discuss the questions. 


‘ . Funds for Small Parks. 

The Phisians committee during the day de- 
elared for the establishment of small parks 
in the city during the coming year and 
$150,000 was listed in the new appropriation 
bill to: be used toward carrying out this plan. 


_A sum of $2,500 was set aside for the ex- 


penses of the special commission appointed 
by the Mayor, and, in the event no changes 
are made in these items before the budget 
is acted on, the Council will be asked to be- 
gin the work of placing breathing places in 
the densely populated districts. Mayor Har- 
rison suggested that the first park be 
between Halsted and Morgan streets, in a 
line with Thirty-seventh street and touch- 


ing three wards. 


The committee decided to grant $200,000 
for the erection of a crematory at the bride- 
well, refuse to be carried down the river to 
the plant by scows. It is believed that this 
plant will be sufficient for all but the extreme 
northwestern part of the city. A $35,000 pub- 
lic bath is to be located in the Sixteenth 
Ward. Superintendent Doherty presented 
' his estimate for street cleaning work. He 
asked $1,375,000 for street cleaning and re- 
pairs and $600,000 for garbage. The com- 
mittee will cut this estimate to $1,000,000, a 
portion for each ward. Sweeping machines 
may be placed in each ward, the expectation 
being the city can goon have its own ma- 
chines. 

“The plan of listing the appropriations 
as a general fund,” said one Alderman, “ has 
allowed the biggest kind of steals heretofore 
and the new method will stop it.’’ 

An appropriation’ of $2,000,000 for new 


bridges and $400,000 for bridge repairs will 


be entered. The sewer problem was dis- 

cussed and $1,500 appropriated to repair the 
Sairenaer at East End Park, near the Chi- 
cage Beach Hotel, and a sum for the repair 
of Holstein Park in the Fifteenth Ward. 
President Harris of the Board of Education 
will meet with the committee today to dis- 
cuss the school budget.

Officer of Federal Court Transfers St. 
-  Qeuis, Peoria and Northern te 
Alton and Central. 


Springfield, Ill, March 15.—[Special.]— 
Under a decree of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. in the case of the Central Trust 
company of New York against the St. Louis, 
Peoria and Northern railroad company, 
Major Bluford Wilson today sold the rail- 
road. The road was sold in two parcels. 


' The division extending from this city to 


Peoria was bid in by L. L. Stanton of New 
York City for $1,850,000. This division is 


now controlled by the Chicago and Alton 


-Yyallroad company. The south division, ex- 
tending from this city to East St. Louis, now 
controlled by the Illinois Central railroad, 
and the coal property at Mount Olive and 
Gien Carbon, was bid in by Fred B. Voor- 
hees of New York for $1,400,000. The suit 
was brought to clear up the outstanding 
indebtedness of the St. Louis, Peoria and 
Northern road befere its legal transfer to 
the Harriman syndicate. The purchasers of

Reports Indicate That Nearly 50,000 
Miles of Line Are Projected by 
Builders This Year. 


Although more miles of new railroad were 
built in the United States last year than in 
any year since 1890 there is every: indica- 
tion that the present year will witness even 
greater activity. From statistics compiled 
by the Railway Age the following facts are 
obtained: 

There are nearly 50,000 miles of projected 
road by 882 lines. Of this more than 21,000 
miles are in the Southwestern’ States and 
“nearly 10,000 miles in the Southern St 
In the twenty-three States west of the Mis- 
sissippi River the projected mileage aggre- 
gates 36,000 miles, and there are 3,000 miles 
under contract. In the twelve States south 
of the Ohio and east of the Mississippi there 
are 14,000 miles projected, with 1,500 miles 
under contract. n Wisconsin, Michigan, 
lilinois, Indiana, and Ohio 5,600 miles are 
projected, and in the New England States, 
with New York, New Jersey, and Pennsyl- 
vania added, there are 2,700 miles projected, 

While many of projected lines never 
than 5,200 miles are un- 
der construction at this time. 


To Close Individual Agencies. 

The Vice President of a leading Western 
road says the abolition of ticket -commis- 
sions is only one of: the economic measures 
planned by the railroad managers. The 
next step will be the abolition of individual 
railway agencies outside‘ of the territory of 
the lines. maintaining them. -Within-sixty 
days, he said, the only railroad agencies in 
California would be those of the Southern 
Pacific and’ Santa Fé, which will undertake 
to distribute equitably all the east-bound 
business, The experiment will be tried next 
in New England ‘territory. Afterward the 
agencies in Eastern trunk line territory will + 
be closed.by managers of the Western roads. 
The present plan is to establish joint agen- 
cles of all the Western roads in cities like 
Boston, New York, and Philadelphia, and

for G. A. R. Rates. 

The Central Pasesnger association has 
adopted the following regulations to govern 
the sale of tickets and the handling of busi- 
ness during the G. A. R. encampment to be 
held in this city:

The convention cf the American Rallway En- 
gineering and Maintenance of Way association 
reconvened in Steinway Hall yesterday morning.

During the month of February orders for 10,545 
cars and for 185 locomotives were placed, against 
orders for 5,824 cars and 165 locomotives in Jan- 
vary.

Of 
the 185 locomotives, eighteen were for export and 
122 were passenger engines.
